The  wife  said  that  he  just  didn't  trust  banks.  He  had  worked  thirty- 
six  years  at  Firestone  Tire  Company  and  she  had  worked  twenty-nine 
years  at  Goodrich  Tire  Company  to  save  all  this  money.  They  just 
didn't  trust  banks!

In  the  first  series  of  the  large  (1914-18)  Federal  Reserve  Notes, 
the  portraits  were?  $5  ,Lincoinf  $10  Jackson,  $20  Cleveland.  In 
1928,  when  the  small  notes  came  it  was  $ Lincoln,  $10  Hamilton,  $20

Following  the  election  of  Mr,  Truman  as  president  in  1948  (see  note 
below)  extensive  repairs  and  alterations  were  made  in  the  White  House, 
Consequently,  a change  in  the  reverse  design  in  the  showing  addition- 
al shrubbery  and  balcony,  "The  White  House".  These  changes  took 
place  in  the  1934C  block  or- scries  and  some  of  these  notes  may  still 
be  found  in  circulation.

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CHANGEOVER  PAIRS 

By  Chuck  O'Donnell 

A great  deal  of  interest  has  been  shown  by  paper  money  collectors 
almost  since  the  beginning  (1928)  of  our  current  size  notes  in 
CHANGEOVER  and  so  called  CHANGEOVER  pairs. 

Many,  many  articles  have  appeared,  not  only  in  RAGPICKER,  but  in 
several  other  publications  as  well.  Perhaps  the  most  notable  of 
these  by  the  acknowledged  authority  in  this  area  - R.E»  (Bob) 

Ulheeier  of  Detroit,  Michigan  appeared  in  the  January  1967  issue  of 
RAGPICKER.  While  a few  might  quarrel  With  Bob’s  definition  of  a 
change-over  pair  - I'm  sure  the  great  majority  of  collectors  will 
agree  withBob,  who  defines  a changeover  pair  as  "a  pair  of  notes  of 
the  same  denomination  and  type  changing  from  one  series  to  another 
and  having  consecutive  serial  numbers".  Please  observe  that  .this 
definition  includes  those  pairs  that  have  INVERSE  serial  numbers  - 
i.e.  the  later  series  has  the  lower  serial  number. 

An  obvious  question  now  then  is  "how  does  such  a thing  happen"? 

How  is  it  possible  for  several  sets  - pairs  of  DIFFERENT  SERIES 
of  the  same  type  - .and  - and  same  denomination  to  get  numbered  con- 
secutively. The  Bureau  of  Engraving  .and  Printing  answered  Bob’s 
query  in  this  way  - "There  always  a mixture  of  outgoing  and  incoming 
series  in  UN-NUMBERED  stock  available  for  overprinting"  (Over- 
printing - or  third  printing  is  the  serial  numbering  of  the  notes). 

A' detail  study  of  the  PLATE  RECORDS  in  the  Bureau  indicate  that 
SIMULTANEOUS  face  (2nd)  printing  for  DIFFERENT  SERIES  actually 
occurred.  Specifically.,  face  printing  of  both  Series  1928  and 
1928A-.vwas  .simultaneously  done.  PRIOR  to  retirement  of  the  1928  , 
plates  - Series  1928B  plates  were  put  to  press.  PRIOR  to  retirement 
of  tWe  1928A  plates  - ...Series  1928C,  1928D  and  1928E  face  plates  were 
put  in  use.  Therefore  - it  is  possible  to  have  practically  every 
conceivable  combination  - both  forward  and  inverse  - CONSECUTIVE 
NUMBER  PAIRS  of  these  series.  Both-28/28A  and  28A/28  are  known. 

Both  28A/28B  and  28B/28A  are  known.  28B/28C  and  28B/28D  are  known  - 
and  I suspect  (though  unre-port ed ) somewhere  - someone  is  quietly 
sitting  (perhaps  unaware)  on  a pair  of  28B/28E!  28D/28C  is  known* 

I suspect  28C/28D  and  28D/28E  exist.  28D/28E  is  known  - I suspect 
28B/28E  and  28C/28E  exist. 

This  oddity  is  not  limited  to  the  SI. 00  silver  certificates  - 
consecutive  number  pair  exist  in  $2.00  and  $5.00  legal  tender,  in 
S5.00  and  $10.00  silver  certificates,  and  in  S5.00,  $10.00  and  S20.00 
Federal  Reserve  Notes  - basically  in  the  1928  series  for  the  SI. 00 
and  through  the  1934D  series  for  the  higher  denominations. 

While  most  changeovers  are  quite  scarce  - some  even  being  rare  or 
unique  ( only  one  pair  known)  - there  are  sufficient  pairs  existing 
for  the  average  collector  to  own  a pair.  Not  infrequently  - one  or 
more  pair  will  appear  in  the  auction  catalogs  of  the  larger  dealers  - 
and  in  all  fairness  - generally  estimated  at  much  greater  price  than 
they  bring.  This  may  be  partly  due  to  the  general  lack  of  interest 
among  collectors  for  this  particular  thing  - or  it  may  indicate  a 
larger  supply  than  we  imagine.
